Tbs Declsrstlon of Iuds- 
pendsnos, affirming ss self evident lbs 
truth tbsi ‘‘ell mco sis crested free sad 
equel, end ere endowed with ce tain 
Insilsnabls rights," bed been written 
under tbs Intense pressure of s public 
sentiment struggling against wbat wss 
recognized ss unjust Brltlsb domination, 
eud without any thought at tbs time of 
chattel suvsry.

Tb# Us loo oontlnusd ua- 
broAsu for B«vaaty-lwo yaars, 1789 1861. 
Anthony Burns was returned from Mas¬ 
sachusetts to Virginia ala years before 
tba rebellion, The return of Burns to

liberty for a nation which held bis own 
race lo slavery. There Phillis Wbeatly. 
a colored poetees, bad addressed to 
Washington flues so elegant sa to 
elicit ble acknowledgments and commen¬ 
ds! loo. There Webeter bad epokeo ble 
magnificent words for liberty. There 
Garrison bad been dragged, as a martyr 
to bla convictions, through tbe street# 
lees than twenty years before. Boston 
wss alive at tbat very hour with tbe 
spirit of Sumner, Wlteoo, Whittier sod 
Wsodeli Phillips. It was with a sense 
of moral suffocation tbat tbe qotek- 
beatlog heart of Massachusetts sew a 
fellow-man, made In the Image of God, 
redeemed by tbe precious blood of Him 
who tasted death for every man. led 
bsck under the full authority of their 
own government to chattel slavery.
